THere fell in this City Hail of fb great a bigneS^ 
that the leaft exceeded Pigeons Eggs. Several 
of them were weighed, and werefbme a quarter of a Pound, 
others of a Pound Weight and more. One among the reft 
was obferved to contain a dark brown matter in the middle 
thereof J and being thrown into tlie Fire, it gare a very great 
Report. Others were tjranfparent, which melted befom tlia 
Fire immediately* * This Storm pafled over the Cittadel and 
Town, and left not a whole Glafe in the Windows on the 
windward fide. The Trees were broken, and Ibme beat 
down, and the Partridges and Hares killed in abundance.
